Both  Ford  and  Carter  purchased  time 
on  the  three  major  networks  Monday 
night  in  an  election  eve  appeal  to  the 
nation. 

Carter’s  half  hour  featured  citizens’ 
questions  and  comments  about 
problems  affecting  the  nation,  with 
Carter’s  remarks  about  them.  He 
commented  on  economy,  inflation, 
unemployment,  welfare,  taxes,  the 
elderly,  foreign  policy,  defense,  crime, 
cost  of  food,  minorities  and  restoring 
confidence  in  government.  He 
concluded,  “The  promises  I’ve  made 
are  very  cautious,  and  I’m  going  to 
keep  them.”  He  added  that  together 
“we  can  restore  the  greatness  we’ve 
lost,  and  together  prove  we  live  in  the 
greatest  country  on  earth.” 

Ford  used  his  time  to  show  a 
documentary  film  about  his 
background  and  accomplishments,  and 
then  made  a  final  appeal  to  the  nation. 
He  used  comments  from  people  who 
know  him,  and  showed  films  of  his 
family  and  his  foreign  policy 
accomplishments. 

He  concluded  by  referring  to  the 
appeal  he  made  when  he  first  took 
office.  He  said,  “I  want  your  prayers  as 
you  gave  them  to  me  two  years  ago, 
but  I  hope  you  will  also  confirm  me 
with  your  ballots.” 

In  addition  to  their  televised  appeals, 
Ford  and  Carter  wound  up  their 
campaigns  Monday  night  barely  100 
miles  apart  in  the  President’s  home 
state  of  Michigan.  And  if  the  poll 
takers  and  pundits  are  right,  the 
candidates  are  reaching  Election  Day  in 
a  virtual  dead  heat. 

In  his  final  day  of  campaigning  for 
the  office  he  now  holds  through 
appointment,  the  Republican  President 
was  in  Ohio  and  planned  to  go  on  to 


Michigan  for  a  closing  rally  in  his 
hometown  of  Grand  Rapids. 

His  Democratic  challenger 
campaigned  in  California  and  then 
planned  to  wind  up  his  two-year  quest 
for  the  presidency  with  a  rally  in  Flint, 
Mich.,  before  flying  to  his  Georgia 
home. 

Ford,  in  Ohio,  said  his  appointed 
leadership  has  seen  America  through 
troubled  times  of  recession,  war  and 
Watergate. 

Carter  said  there  has  been  no 
leadership,  that  the  country  is  drifting, 
and  that  it  is  time  for  change. 

As  the  Democratic  nominee  repeated 
his  refrain  in  Sacramento  and  Los 
Angeles,  he  dealt  also  with  a  new 
problem,  raised  by  the  cancellation  of 
services  at  his  Plains,  Ga.,  Baptist 
Church  on  Sunday  after  a  black 
minister,  rejected  for  membership, 
attempted  to  join  worshippers  there. 

Carter  told  a  Sacramento  news 
conference  he  disagreed  with  the 
church  deacons  who  cancelled  the 
service,  but  would  not  resign  from  the 
church.  “I  can’t  resign  from  the  human 
race  because  there’s  discrimination,” 
Carter  said.  “I  can’t  resign  from 
America  because  there’s  discrimination. 
I  can’t  resign  from  my  church  because 
there’s  discrimination. 

“This  is  not  my  church,  it’s  God’s 
church,”  Carter  said. 

There  was  no  way  to  measure  the 
impact  the  episode  in  Plains  might  have 
on  black  voters. 

At  the  windup  of  a  campaign  which 
began  with  Carter  heavily  favored  in 
the  public  opinion  surveys,  pollsters 
George  Gallup  and  Louis  Harris  both 
rated  the  race  too  close  to  call. 

One  major  national  poll  gave  Carter  a 
one  point  lead.  Another  gave  Ford  a 
one  point  lead.

Matheson,  Hatch 
take  leads  in  race 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  The 
political  war  of  words  escalated  as  two 
political  newcomers  -  Democratic 
gubernatorial  candidate  Scott 
Matheson  and  Republican  Senate 
aspirant  Orrin  Hatch  —  took  the  lead  in 
polls  released  during  the  final  campaign 
weekend  before  Tuesday’s  election. 

Some  of  the  harshest  debate  centered 
on  a  man  who  isn’t  running  for 
anything  this  year  -  Democratic 
political  patriarch  Gov.  Calvin  L. 
RamptOn. 

Rampton  came  under  renewed  attack 
from  Republicans  for  his 
characterization  of  Atty.  Gen.  Vernon 
Romney  as  a  man  without  the 
intellectual  capacity  to  be  governor, 
compared  to  Matheson.

Candidates  are  not  alone  on  the 
ballot  today.  Utah’s  voters  are  also 
faced  with  decisions  on  several 
propositions,  including  an  election 
revision,  an  anti-fluoridation  measure, 
recall  procedures  and  a  budgetary 
ceiling  act. 

The  “Elections  and  Suffrage  Article 
Revision”  would  lower  the  minimum 
voting  age  to  18  years  to  bring  it  into 
“conformity  with  the  United  States 
Constitution,”  according  to 
information  released  by  the  office  of 
Lt.  Governor/Secretary  of  State. 

The  measure  would  also  reduce 
residency  requirements  to  30  days 
prior  to  an  election  and  remove 
property  qualifications  now  contained 
in  the  article.  It  is  listed  on  the  ballot 
as  Proposition  No.  1 . 

Initiative  Proposal  A  is  the  “Freedom 
from  Compulsory  Fluoridation  and 
Medication  Act.”  It  would  prohibit  the 
State  Board  of  Health  from 
fluoridating  or  adding  any  other 
medication  to  the  public  water  supply 
unless  authorized  by  an  initiative 


petition  of  the  majority  of  the  water 
users.  The  act  has  been  the  subject  of 
some  criticism  because  of  alleged 
ambiguity  in  the  language  used  on  the 
ballot. 

Opponents  of  the  masure  argue  that 
the  proposal,  if  adopted,  would  mean 
that  chlorine  would  be  eliminated  from 
the  water  supply  along  with  fluoride. 

This  would  possibly  create  an 
environment  for  such  water-spread 
diseases  as  typhoid,  the  opponents 
claim.  Sponsors  of  the  proposal  state 
chlorine  is  not  considered  as  a 
“medication.” 

The  “Utah  Recall  and  Advisory 
Recall  Act”  is  listed  as  Initiative 
Proposal  B  on  the  ballot.  If  passed,  the 
proposal  would  authorize  the  “recall  of 
any  public  officer  whether  elected  or 
appointed  ...  by  the  registered  voters 
of  the  electoral  district.”  It  would  also 
allow  a  special  election  to  replace  any 
officer  as  a  result  of  a  recall  petition. 

In  initiative  Proposal  C,  the 
“Budgetary  Procedures  Act  Ceiling,” 
would  allow  the  adoption  of  a  law  to 
“impose  a  five-year  annual  budget 


It  would  also  require  the  phasing  out 
of  the  “receipt  of  federal  revenues”  by 
fiscal  year  1982-83.  The  proposal 
would  allow  budget  surpluses  to  be 
applied  toward  “retirement  of  state 
indebtedness  and  thereafter  a  tax 
reduction  schedule  be  adopted. 

In  addition  to  the  four  state-wide 
proposals,  Utah  County  voters  will  also 
vote  on  Proposition  No.  2,  “An 
Optional  Plan  for  Utah  County 
Government.”  The  proposed  plan 
would  change  the  form  of  government 
in  Utah  County,  and  it  has  been  an 
issue  for  the  past  two  months. 


Polls  conducted  by  spearate  opinion 
survey  companies  for  the  Deseret  News 
and  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  agreed  on 
every  major  state  race.  The  only 
conflicting  results  were  on  three  ballot 
initiatives.  The  News’s  was  released  on 
Friday  and  Saturday  and  the  Tribune’s 
on  Sunday. 

The  widest  difference  in  the  major 
races  was  in  the  Hatch  challenge  of 
Democratic  Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss.  The 
Deseret  News  poll  showed  Hatch  with  a 
48.1-47.1  lead,  while  the  Tribune  put 
Hatch  ahead  48-43.8. 

Both  polls  give  President  Fo  rd  a 
nearly  2-to-l  edge  over  Democrat 
Jimmy  Carter  in  Utah. 

Both  put  Matheson  ahead  of 
Romney  by  10  or  more  percentage 
points,  a  situation  Romney  blames 
partly  on  Rampton’s  comments. 

Both  show  Republican  Dan  Marriott 
leading- Rep.  Allan  T.-howe  53-30,  with 
write-in  candidate  Daryl  McCarty  at  7 
per  cent. 

Both  show  Democratic  Rep.  K.  Gunn 
McKay  leading  Republican  Joe 
Ferguson  in  the  1st  District 
congressional  race  by  landslide 
proportions. 

And  in  both  polls,  State  Auditor 
David  Monson,  the  Republican,  leads 
State  Treasurer  David  Duncan,  the 
Democrat,  in  the  race  to  be  the  state’s 
first  elected  lieutenant  governor.  In  the 
attorney  general  contest,  Republican 
Robert  Hansen  is  shown  ahead  of 
Democrat  Gilbert  Athay  by  12  points 
in  one  poll  and  24  in  the  other. 

.  The  greatest  differences  in  the  polls, 
however,  are  on  the  three  initiatives. 

The  Deseret  News  poll  has  a  proposal 
to  ban  fluoride  from  water  supplies 
losing  48.3-33.1  while  the  Tribune 
shows  the  “yes”  vote  leading  by  a  little 
over  one  perceritage  point.

Pres.  Wilkinson  listed 
'serious'  condition 
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Former  BYU  Pres.  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  improved  from  critical  to 
serious  condition  Monday  morning  at 
Utah  Valley  Hospital  after  suffering  a 
heart  attack  at  Saturday’s  football 
game. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  was  well  enough  to 
receive  a  visit  from  LDS  Church 
President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  Monday 
afternoon,  according  to  Mrs.  Alice  L. 
Wilkinson,  his  wife. 

“He  is  very  much  improved  today,” 
she  said.  “He’s  very  alert.”  Mrs. 
Wilkinson  said  her  husband  asked  to 
read  a  newspaper  and  that  he  was  able 
to  talk. 

The  77-year-old  lawyer  collapsed  as 
he  walked  to  his  seat  at  the  beginning 
of  the  BYU-Arizona  State  football 


game.  His  son,  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
Jr.,  a  heart  specialist,  was  nearby  and 
gave  his  father  first  aid  treatment  while 
awaiting  an  ambulance. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  was  president  of  BYU 
from  1951  to  1971,  when  he  retired. 
He  is  a  past  president  of  the  American 
Association  of  Independent  Colleges 
and  University  Presidents. 

In  1964,  he  was  an  unsuccessful 
Republican  candidate  for  the  U.S. 
Senate  from  Utah,  running  against  Sen. 
Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  had  suffered  a  severe 
heart  attack  in  1956  and  later 
underwent  open  heart  surgery. 

A  hospital  spokesman  said  that  he  is 
still  in  intensive  care,  but  that  his 
condition  is  more  stable  than  when  he 
was  on  the  critical  list. 


Proponents  say  in  the  statement  that 
the  commission  form  of  government 
more  nearly  resembles  a  dictatorship. 

“Contrary  to  the  present  commission 
form  in  which  one  or  two  men  have 
been  known  to  dominate,  and  in  which 
all  powers  are  concentrated  (the  actual 
definition  of  dictatorship),  the  optional 
plan  provides  that  the  county  council 
will  make  all  policy,  adopt  the  budget, 
have  full  investigatory  audit  and 
reorganizational  powers,”  the 
statement  reads. 

Dixon,  arguing  against  the  measure, 
has  likened  it  to  a  form  of  city  manager 
government  that  was  recalled  by  the 
voters  some  years  back.  He  says  that  a 
manager  form  of  government  is 
“counterfeit.” 

The  proposal,  which  was  formed  by 
an  independent  commission  after  1 8 
months  of  study,  has  been  opposed  by 
most  of  the  elected  officials  of  Utah 
County. 

It  would  reduce  the  number  of 
elected  officials  to  five,  plus  a 
seven-member  county  council. 

Proponents  argue  that  elimination  of 
county  commissioners  for  the  part-time 
county  council  would  cost  less.  They 
say  that  the  change  would  save  about 
$4,700  per  year. 

Stanley  Walker,  Utah  County 
Treasurer  and  treasurer  of  the  opposing 
group,  doesn’t  agree  with  the 
opposition’s  figures. 

“My  economics  tells  me  that  it  is 
going  to  be  very  expensive  to  do  away 
with  three  men  and  replace  them  with 
nine,”  Walker  said  in  an  interview  last 
week.

It  took  about  three  hours  to  move  the  357  sacks 
and  boxes  of  cash  and  coins  and  the  192  boxes  of 
securities  from  the  old  bank  vault  to  the  new  bank  a 
block  away,  said  W.  W.  Foster  Jr.,  the  bank’s  vice 
president  of  operations.

Race  may  add 
women,  GOP 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  fraternity  of  GOP 
governors  has  a  chance  to  expand  Tuesday  for  the 
first  time  since  becoming  virtually  an  endangered 
species  in  1970.  And  so  has  the  sorority  of 
Democratic  women  governors,  now  numbering  one. 

There  is  no  way,  politically  or  mathematically,  that 
the  Republicans  can  regain  their  late  1960’s 
dominance  of  executive  mansions.  The  field  is  too 
sparse,  with  only  14  contests  for  governorships  now 
held  by  eight  Democrats  and  six  Republicans. 

Republicans  are  expected  to  win  the  biggest  prize, 
Illinois. 

Democratic  women  candidates  in  Washington  and 
Vermont  are  even  with  their  Republican  male 
opponents  in  the  pre-election  rankings.  The  country 
now  has  only  one  woman  governor,  Connecticut’s 
Ella  Grasso,  a  Democrat  whose  term  has  two  more 
years  to  run. 

Most  states  elect  governors  in  non-presidential  years 
and  Illinois’  election  is  for  a  single  two-year  term  in 
order  to  resume  a  four-year  cycle  in  1978. 

Before  the  1970  election,  32  states  had  Republican 
governors.  But  Democrats  gained  1 1  in  1970  to  make 
the  tally  21-19.  In  each  of  the  next  three  years  the 
GOP  lost  one  more  governor;  then  five  in  1974. 

Going  into  Tuesday’s  election,  36  governors  are 
Democrats,  13  are  Republicans  and  there  is  one 
independent,  Maine’s  James  B.  Longley.  Seven 
incumbents  are  standing  for  reelection. 

Republicans  are  pre-election  favorites  to  win  in 
Illinois,  Delaware  and  Utah,  and  are  rated  tossups  in 
Montana  and  Vermont,  all  states  with  Democratic 


governors. 

The  flip  side  of  that  coin  has  Democrats  favored  in 
North  Carolina  and  West  Virginia,  and  rated  even  in 
New  Hampshire  and  Washington  -  all  with 
Republican  governors. 

The  governorships  of  Arkansas,  North  Dakota  and 
Rhode  Island  are  expected  to  remain  in  Democratic 
hands.  And  Republicans  are  favored  to  hold  onto 
Indiana  and  Missouri.

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Y  student  dies  in  canyon  fall 


One  BYU  student  is  dead  and  another  in  critical 
condition  as  a  result  of  separate  climbing  accidents  in 
the  Rock  Canyon  area  this  weekend. 

The  body  of  Alfred  Eberhardt,  27,  of  Paoli,  Penn, 
was  found  at  9:15  Monday  morning  by  Officer  Craig 
Lowry  of  BYU  Security/Police.  According  to  Robert 
Kelshaw,  chief  of  BYU  Security/Police,  the  body  was 
found  high  on  th6  north  face  of  Rock  Canyon. 

In  critical  condition  in  Utah  Valley  Hospital’s 
intensive  care  section  is  Lester  Stehmeier  from  Lake 
Arrowhead,  Calif.  Stehmeier  suffered  a  200-foot  fall 
from  the  Buckley  Mine  Trail  in  Rock  Canyon 
Saturday.

Stehmeier  fell  when  a  rock  onto  which  he  was 
holding  came  loose.  His  fall  was  stopped  by  a  tree, 
which  saved  him  from  falling  another  200  feet. 

Stan  Grist,  a  junior  in  University  Studies  from 
Provo  who  was  with  Stehmeier,  ran  for  help  while 
Carol  Jones,  a  licensed  practical  nurse,  and  Jack 
Kane,  a  senior  in  accounting  from  Springfield,  Mass., 
administered  first  aid. 

According  to  Mack  Holley,  Utah  County  Sheriff, 
Grist  got  word  to  them  in  approximately  30  minutes. 
The  Utah  County  Sheriff’s  Jeep  Patrol  was  dispatched 
immediately  and  Holley  said  it  reached  Stehmeier 
about  10:30  a.m. 

“He  was  in  an  extremely  difficult  place,”  said 
Holley.  He  added  that  the  first  people  to  arrive  were 
trained  as  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and  they, 
along  with  Miss  Jones  “worked  on  him  .  .  .  and 
prepared  him  for  moving  according  to  radio 
instructions  they  received  from  a  doctor  in  the  jeep 
patrol.” 

Two  paramedics  from  the  Provo  Fire  Department 
reached  Stehmeier  about  noon  and  added  their  help. 
They  were  finally  able  to  get  him  down  around  3  p.m. 
but  it  was  easier  getting  down  than  getting  him  back 
up,  Holley  said.  “We  had  to  put  him  in  a  stretcher 
and  take  him  back  over  a  cliff,”  he  said. 

According  to  Kane,  Stehmeier’s  hiking  companion, 
Stehmeier  suffered  two  broken  collar  bones,  a  broken 
leg,  nine  broken  ribs,  a  broken  ankle,  and  a  broken 
finger.  He  also  may  have  another  broken  leg,  a  broken 
jaw  and  head  injuries,  according  to  Kane.  He  has  not 
yet  regained  consciousness. 

Sheriff  Holley  praised  the  medical  help  Stehmeier 
received,  especially  that  from  Miss  Jones.  Cameron 
recounted  he  was  “up  there  that  morning  and 
monitored  the  radio  contact  between  the  sheriff  and 
the  EMT  people.”  He  said  the  medical  care  Stehmeier 
received  saved  his  life. 

The  same  morning  as  rescuers  were  uniting  their1 
efforts  to  aid  Stehmeier,  Eberhardt  told  his 
roommate  he  was  going  to  hike  on  Squaw  Peak. 

According  to  Kelshaw,  Eberhardt,  who  lives  at 
University  Villa  in  Provo,  had  not  returned  by 
Sunday  afternoon  and  so  his  roommate  notified  BYU 
Security. 

Eberhardt’s  roommate  also  notified  his  branch 
president  Sunday  afternoon  that  he  was  missing.  Alan 
Kelle,  BYU  2nd  branch  president  and  associate 
professor  in  Germanic  Languages,  said  he 
immediately  called  the  Sheriff’s  Office. 

Keele  said  Eberhardt’s  roommates  earlier  had  tried 
looking  for  him  themselves. 

A  search  was  immediately  launched  in  conjunction 
with  BYU  Security/Police,  Utah  County  Sheriff’s 
Posse  and  the  Mountain  Rescue  Team,  according  to 
Kelshaw. 

Sheriff  Holley  said  the  men  were  equipped  with 
lights  and  searched  until  after  dark  Sunday. 

Searchers  went  out  again  Monday  morning  and 
found  the  body  at  9:15  a.m.  Kelshaw  said  from  the 
condition  of  the  body,  it  appeared  Eberhardt  had 
fallen  over  a  cliff. 

He  also  said  rescuers  were  having  difficulty  getting 
the  body  out.  A  cable  system  had  been  rigged  up  and 
they  were  hoping  to  move  the  body  down  the 
mountain  on  a  cable,  he  said. 

Sheriff  Holley  agreed  that  the  area  was  bad  and  said 
it  took  rescuers  quite  a  while  to  recover  the  body 
because,  “it’s  in  a  real  bad  place  and  they’re  trying  to 
make  sure  no  one  else  gets  hurt.” 

Keele  emphasized  the  danger  of  the  Rock  Canyon 
area.  He  said,  “Even  with  ropes  and  equipment  the 
experienced  mountaineers  who  brought  the  body 
down  wouldn’t  go  into  that  area  unless  they  have  to.” 

Sheriff  Holley  said  they  have  had  to  make  about  six 
or  seven  mountain  rescues  since  August,  but  this  is 
the  first  one  ending  in  a  fatality. 

Holley  and  Kelshaw,  also  emphasized  the  dangers 
of  climbing  in  the  Rock  Canyon  area.  BYU  students 


have  died  in  the  area  before  and  despite  warnings 
against  it,  students  still  climb  there.  Dean  Cameron 
said,  “there  are  advantages  and  disadvantages  to 
having  great  fall  weather.  One  disadvantage  is  that 
students  often  move  out  to  the  hills  for  experiences 
and  when  they  are  inexperienced  it  is  very 
dangerous.”  He  said  students  should  not  go  by 
themselves  and  they  should  always  tell  someone  else 
where  they  are  going  and  when  they  will  return. 
“That’s  a  mature  act  on  the  part  of  the  student,”  he 
said. 

Sheriff  Holley  said,  “Everyone  seems  to  have  a 
mania  for  climbing  Squaw  Peak  because  it’s  so  high. 
The  reason  it’s  so  dangerous  is  all  that  loose  shale 
rock  crumbles.  It’s  worse  than  the  average 
mountain.” 

Kelshaw  said  Eberhardt’s  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
H.A.  Eberhardt,  were  notified  and  his  father  flew  to 
Provo  Monday. 

Eberhardt  had  freshman  status  and  registered  on 
the  block  plan  Oct.  27.  He  had  previously  attended 
Montgomery  Community  College  and  Norwalk 
Community  College. 

Keele  said  Eberhardt  was  a  convert  and  has  been  in 
the  church  since  February  of  this  year. 

He  also  said  Eberhardt’s  parents  said  he  was  an 
experienced  hiker,  but  Keele  said  he  felt  there  was  a 
difference  between  hiking  in  the  Alleghenys  and 
climbing  up  sheer  faces  of  crumbly  rock. 

Keele  also  said  Eberhardt  probably  died  sometime 
during  the  day  because  when  he  was  found  he  did  not 
have  a  coat  on.

“This  new  mill  is  a  demonstration  of 
U.S.  Steel’s  commitment  to  meet 
foreign  competition  for  western 
markets,  mainly  from  Japan,  and  serve 
our  steel  customers  more  effectively 
with  increased  steel  availability,”  said 
Ralph  Seely,  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Western  Steel  Division. 

In  operation,  the  new  mill  will  roll 
glowing,  12-ton  masses  of  steel  heated 
to  2400  degrees  Fahrenheit,  into  bars 
about  30  feet  long,  called  blooms. 
These  cars  can  then  be  cut  and  further 
rolled  into  a  form  where  they  are  ready 
to  be  sent  to  Geneva’s  sister  plant  in 
California. 

There  they  will  be  rolled  into  steel 
rods  for  final  finishing  into  a  variety  of 
products  including  wire  rope  and  nails. 

According  to  Huish,  the  new  plant  is 
a  non-pollution  producing  unit.  He 
emphasized  that  overall  the  plant  has 
made  “significant”  gains  and  a  system 
would  be  introduced  at  Geneva  next 
year  which  will  “cut  in  half  the  total 
emissions  from  the  plant.”

Convicted  parolee 
refuses  to  appeal 


PROVO,  Utah  (AP)  -  A  parolee  convicted  of 
murdering  a  motel  night  clerk  during  a  robbery  was 
allowed  to  keep  his  Nov.  15  execution  date  Monday 
after  telling  a  judge  he  did  not  want  to  languish  in 
prison  during  lengthy  appeal  proceedings. 

“It’s  my  own  decision.  I  was  not  influenced  by 
anything  but  the  fact  that  I  don’t  want  to  spend  the 
rest  of  my  life  in  jail,”  the  prisoner,  Gary  Mark 
Gilmore,  told  4th  District  Court  Judge  J.  Robert 
Bullock. 

“You  sentenced  me  to  die.  Unless  it’s  a  joke  or 
something,  I  want  to  go  ahead  and  do  it,”  Gilmore 
told  the  judge. 

The  judge  told  Gilmore,  a  resident  of  Springville,  he 
still  could  change  his  mind  and  appeal,  and  an 
attorney  for  Gilmore  said  he  would  prepare  appeal 
papers  just  in  case  his  client  decides  to  appeal  after 
all.  But  a  legal  source  in  Salt  Lake  City  said  an  appeal 
is  not  mandatory  in  Utah. 

No  one  has  been  executed  in  the  United  States 
since  June  1,  1967,  when  Luis  Monge  died  in  a  gas 
chamber  in  Colorado. 

Utah  gives  condemned  murders  a  choice  of  hanging 
or  death  by  firing  squad,  and  Gilmore  has  indicated 
he  prefers  to  be  shot.

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Lower  costs  will  result  if  bond  passes 


Reductions  of  $90,000  a  year  will  come  to 
the  citizens  of  Springville,  Spanish  Fork, 
Salem  and  Payson,  if  voters  approve  power 
bond  issues  in  Tuesday’s  general  election. 

Creation  of  the  Southern  Utah  Valley 
Power  Project  will  mark  the  first  time  in 
Utah  a  group  of  cities  has  joined  in  a 
cooperative  project  to  transform  and 
distribute  electrical  energy,  said  Monte  R. 
Taylor,  superintendent  of  Strawberry  Water 
Users  Association. 

Each  of  the  four  cities  will  participate 


financially  in  the  $8 1 1 ,000  project  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  percentage  of  total 
electricity  consumed  by  its  residents  during 
the  past  year. 

SUVPP  involves  construction  of  a 
substation  in  Spanish  Fork  canyon  and  a 
short  transmission  line  linking  it  with  the 
federal  point  of  delivery  to  tap  electricity 
generated  at  Colorado  River  Storage  Project 
dams. 

The  energy  would  be  taken  at  high  voltage 
and  transformed  at  the  substation  to  voltage 


compatible  with  the  power  distribution 
systems  of  the  four  cities. 

Doug  Holt,  chairman  of  SUVPP  in  Payson, 
said  that  the  cost  of  getting  federal  power  to 
the  cities  and  the  amount  they  now  pay  for 
needed  supplemental  electricity  both  would 
be  lowered.  “Thus  the  reduction  each  year  is 
more  than  enough  to  repay  the  cost  of  the 
project  in:  a  relatively  short  time.” 

Although  bonds  issued  would  be  a  general 
obligation,  they  would  be  repaid  just  as 
though  they  were  revenue  bonds.

Leading  novelist 
gives  writing  tips 

“When  I  published  my  first  best-seller,  it  was  a  time 
of  freedom.  For  the  first  time  yod  could  write  pretty 
openly,  overtly  about  sex.  It  was  ‘The  Chapman 
Report,’  in  1960.  .  .Books  used  to  usually  stop  at  the 
bedroom  door  and  I  just  opened  the  door,”  says 
Irving  Wallace  on  Jeanne  Wolf  With,  Wednesday  at  3 
p.m.  on  Channel  1 1. 

Ninety  million  books  sold  and  over  a  half-billion 
readers  are  part  of  the  astounding  record  of  Irving 
Wallace,  the  blockbuster  novelist.  Surrounded  by 
books  in  his  Los  Angeles  home,  Wallace  answers  the 
challenge  of  whether  it  is  quantity  or  quality  that  has 
earned  him  a  place  on  the  list  of  America’s  leading 
authors. 

He  also  reveals  some  of  the  secrets  of  writing  a 
best-seller.  Wallace  should  know.  The  titles  of  his 
books  -  ‘The  Man,”  “The  Chapman  Report,”  “The 
Prize”  —  are  familiar  the  world  over.  His  latest,  “The 
R  Document,”  has  been  sold  to  Hollywood  for 
$250,000. 

Wallace  joins  Jeanne  Wolf  at  his  enormous  desk 
where  most  of  his  books  have  begun.  He  displays  the 
thirty-year-old  Underwood  typewriter  which  has 
spawned  thousands  of  pages  of  profitable  words.  He 
also  conducts  a  fascinating  tour  through  piles  of 
memorabilia,  which  displays  his  insatible  desire  for 
collecting  everything  from  matchbooks  to  coins. 
Wallace  also  shows  Jeanne  a  typical  journal  in  which 
he  has  assiduously  catalogued  daily  events  from  his 
own  life  which  may  later  become  material  for  a  new 
novel. 

Sylvia  Wallace,  having  completed  a  novel  and 
hoping  for  her  own  best-seller,  joins  Jeanne  Wolf  for  a 
first-time  television  appearance  to  portray  her 
husband  as  an  ex-chauvinist  struggling  with 
modernism. 

Wallace  supplies  a  few  candid  insights  of  his>  own 
as  he  talks  with  Jeanne  Wolf  about  how  he  has 
learned  to  live  with  bad  reviews:  “I  realized  that 
people  just  went  out  and  bought  the  book  anyway 
and  I  forgot  about  them.”  He  speculates  about  what 
makes  a  best-selling  novelist:  “Six  people  in  the  world 
know  the  Coca-Cola  formula  and  that’s  the  way  it  is 
with  writing.  If  there  is  a  formula,  the  writer  himself 
doesn’t  know  it.  He  works  out  of  an  instinct  trying  to 
communicate  with  readers.”

“The  Japanese  hoped 
to  sink  the  United  States 
fleet  at  Pearl  Harbor, 
which  they  almost  did,”

“Then  they  wanted 
to  occupy  the  Southwest 
and  Southeast  Pacific 
areas,  which  in  the  first 
five  months  after  the  fall 
of  Bataan  they  almost 
did.

Chip  finished  third  in  the  Beehive  Invitational  two 
weeks  ago.  He  also  played  in  the  Weber  State 
Invitational  and  Cougar  Day. 


every  different  shot.” 

Like  many  members  of  the  golf  team,  Chip  is  not  a 
member  of  the  church.  He  came  to  BYU  because  of 
its  outstanding  golf  program. 


“When  the  season  first  started,'  I  didn’t  play  that 
well,”  he  says,  “but  my  game  is  starting  to  come 
around.  I  just  didn’t  have  a  lot  of  confidence.  Now 
I’ve  got  a  lot  more  confidence.”  1  . 

Chip’s  chief  goal  is  to  become  a  member  of  the 
main  team  and  play  in  the  rest  of  the  tournaments 
the  Cougars  will  be  in  this  year.  That’s  why  it’s  so 
important  for  a  golfer  to  have  a  lot  of  confidence  in 
what  he  is  doing.  Chip  says,  “I  think  I  have  the  ability 
to  help  the  team.  That’s  my  goal,  to  help  the  team  as 
much  as  possible.” 

Chip  not  only  looks  forward  to  becoming  a 
member  of  the  main  team,  but  his  goals  extend 
beyond  that.  He’d  like  to  someday  play  on  the  pro 
tour.  “That’s  what  I’m  working  for  right  now,”  he 
says.  “I  hope  when  I’m  done  here  that  I’ll  be  able  to 
play  on  the  tour.” 


“I  heard  a  lot  of  good  things  about  the  school,”  he 
says.  The  golf  program  here  is  strong  and  Chip  says, 
“I  think  it’s  the  best  program  in  the  country.” 

He  thinks  the  Cougar  team  will  give  Oklahoma 
State  a  real  battle  for  the  national  championship  this 
year  and  predicts  BYU  will  finish  in  the  top  two  in 
the  nation.  “I  think  we’ve  got  as  good  a  team  as  there 
is  in  college  golf,”  he  says. 

Chip  attributes  the  team’s  come-from-behind  win  in 
the  William  H.  Tucker  Invitational  in  Albuquerque, 
N.M.  to  the  high  quality  of  the  players  on  the  team 
and  the  coach,  Karl  Tucker. 


“I  guess  we  just  have  super  players,”  he  says.  “They 
were  able  to  turn  it  on  when  they  needed  to.” 

Chip  was  happy  with  his  own  third-place  finish  in 
the  Beehive  Invitational  in  Logan  two  weeks  ago, 
although  he  admits  “I  didn’t  play  that  well  the  first 
round.”  But,  “I  did  pretty  well  the  last  two  rounds.  I 
was  pretty  pleased.”  Chip  was  also  satisfied  with  the 
way  the  team  played  although  he  would  liked  to  have 
seen  them  win.  “We  didn’t  play  that  well,  but  it 
wasn’t  that  bad,”  he  says.'

The  first  All  Indian  National  Finals 
Rodeo  will  be  in  Salt  Lake  Wednesday 
through  Saturday.  A  total  of  105 
Indian  contestants  from  throughout 
North  America  will  be  competing  for 
World  Championship  honors,  according 
to  Willie  LaClair,  rodeo  manager.  This 
rodeo  is  on  a  par  equal  to  other  world 
class  competition  in  rodeo. 

The  favorable  reaction  and  support 
given  to  the  rodeo  by  the  L.D.S. 
Church,  local  businesses,  BYU  and 
other  schools,  has  encouraged  the 
rodeo  promoters  to  hold  this  rodeo  as 
an  annual  event  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Rodeo  competition  will  be  in 
bareback  and  saddle  bronc  riding,  calf 
and  team  roping,  steer  wrestling,  barrel 
racing  and  bull  riding. 

The  event  features  for  the  first  time  a 
culmination  of  the  best  Indian  rodeo 
competitors,  who  have  individually 
qualified  in  one  of  eight  Indian  rodeo 
associations  based  on  money  won  in 
competition  this  year.  The  contestants 
represent  some  75  tribes  in  the  U.S. 
and  Canada. 

Competition  at  the  finals  will  begin 
for  all  contestants  at  par  regardless  of 
the  amount  of  money  they  have  won 
during  the  regular  season.  The 
contestants  winning  the  most  amount 
of  money  during  the  finals  will  be 
declared  the  Indians’  World  Champion 
Cowboy.  An  estimated  $35,000  in 
prize  money  and  awards  are  at  stake. 
Each  contestant  in  the  men’s  events 
pays  a  $100  entry  fee  for  each  event

If  the  college  football  picture  has 
you  confused,  imagine  how  the  bowl 
people  feel.  Of  all  the  vacant  berths 
that  don’t  automatically  go  to 
conference  champs,  only  Pitt  in  the 
Orange  Bowl  against  the  Big  Eight  king 
seems  set. 

Of  the  so-called  big  four  bowls— Rose, 
Orange,  Cotton,  Sugar  —  that 
apparently  leaves  two  open  spots  —  one 
in  the  Cotton,  one  in  the  Sugar  -  with 
four  teams  in  the  running  .  .  .  and  two 
of  them  going  to  be  shut  out. 

The  four  attractive  teams  are  the 
Michigan-Ohio  State  Big  Ten  loser,  the 
UCLA-Southern  Cal  Pacific-8  loser, 
undefeated  Maryland  and  once-beaten 
Notre  Dame. 

If  the  status  remains  quo  —  i.e.,  the 
rankings  don’t  change  too  much  over 
the  next  few  weeks— look  for 
second-ranked  Pitt  and  Tony  Dorsett 
to  wind  up  in  Miami.  The  Orange  Bowl 
payoff,  roughly  $1  million  per  team, 
trails  only  the  Rose  Bowl,  which,  of 
course,  has  the  Big  Ten  and  Pac-8 
champs  locked  up. 

Dorsett,  the  all-time  rushing  king, 
ran  for  241  yards  and  two  touchdowns 
in  boosting  his  career  total  to  5,447  as 
the  Panthers  downed  Syracuse  23-13. 
Pitt  has  an  8-0  mark  and  doesn’t  figure 
to  be  severely  tested  by  Army  or  West 
Virginia  before  the  bowl  deadline. 

Cotton,  Sugar 

The  Big  Ten  and  Pac-8  losers  might 
be  more  attractive  to  the  Cotton  and 
Sugar  Bowls  than  an  unbeaten 
Maryland  team.  The  fifth-ranked 
Terrapins  also  stand  8-0  following  a 
24-14  triumph  over  Kentucky  but  they 
are  hampered  by  a  patsy  schedule  and 
an  injury  to  star  runner  Steve  Atkins. 

Top-rated  Michigan  and 
eighth-ranked  Ohio  State  remained 
deadlocked  for  the  Big  Ten  lead  with 
lopsided  victories.  The  No.  1 
Wolverines  routed  Minnesota  45-0 
while  the  Buckeyes  pulled  away  from  a 
1 2-7  halftime  struggle  to  crush  Indiana 
47-7. 

Meanwhile,  third-ranked  UCLA  and 
No.  4  Southern  Cal  continued  their 
battle  for  Pac-8  honors  and  the  Rose 
Bowl’s  host  spot.  The  Bruins  turned 
back  Washington  30-21  as  Theotis 
Brown  galloped  for  220  yards  and 
three  touchdowns  while  Southern  Cal 
defeated  California  20-6.  Both  teams 
have  4-0  league  records. 

Notre  Dame,  ranked  No.  11,  had  a 
rougher  time  than  expected  in 
defeating  Navy  27-21  and  the

Soviets  suspected 


of  radio  jamming 


to  hasten  proceedings 


BUENOS  AIRES,  Argentina  (AP)  - 
Deposed  president  Isabel  Peron  was 
flown  Friday  from  the  southern 
mountain  retreat  that  had  served  as  her 
luxurious  jail  and  transferred  to  a  naval 
base  near  here,  military  government 
sources  said. 

The  transfer  of  the  45-year-old 
widow  of  President  Juan  D.  Peron, 
under  arrest  since  the  military  ousted 
her  from  power  on  March  24,  was 
apparently  made  to  speed  up  her  trial 
for  alleged  pocketing  of  nearly  $1 
million  in  public  funds  for  her  own  use. 

She  had  been  under  heavy  guard  in  a 
government-owned  chalet  in  the 
foothills  of  the  Andes  Mountains  near 
the  ski  resort  city  of  San  Carlos  de 
Bariloche,  about  1,000  miles  south  of 
Buenos  Aires. 

In  between  playing  canasta,  watching 
television  and  reading  science  fiction 
novels,  Mrs.  Peron  has  also  talked  with 
government  investigators  and  the  judge 
conducting  her  trial. 


In  Argentina,  as  in  other  Latin 
American  countries,  trials  are 
bureaucratic  procedures  in  which  there 
is  no  public  testimony  or  juries.  The 
judge  takes  an  active  part  in  the 
investigation  and  when  he  is  satisfied 
he  has  enough  evidence  he  can  hand 
down  a  verdict.  Should  Mrs.  Peron  be 
found  guilty,  she  could  appeal  to  a 
higher  court. 

Every  time  Mrs.  Peron  had  to  be 
interrogated,  the  judge,  Nino  Tulio 
Garcia  Moritan,  has  had  to  fly  all  the 
way  from  Buenos  Aires  to  San  Carlos 
de  Bariloche. 

Earlier  in  the  week,  the  judge 
ordered  Mrs.  Peron  placed  under 
preventative  arrest  in  connection  with 
the  trial. 

The  order  was  a  formality,  since  her 
chalet  jail  had  been  ringed  with  heavily 
armed  troops  since  she  was  flown 
there  after  the  coup. 

According  to  the  independent  news 
agency,  Noticias  Argentinas,  Mrs.  Peron 


was  transferred  under  heavy  guard 
from  the  chalet  to  a  local  airport 
Friday  morning. 

An  Argentine  air  force  plane  then 
flew  off  with  Mrs.  Peron,  the  agency 


Other  sources  said  the  plane  landed 
at  a  naval  ammunition  depot  in  the  city 
of  Azul,  some  220  miles  south  of 
Buenos  Aires.  Mrs.  Peron’s  husband 
Juan  D.  Peron,  died  of  a  heart  attack  in 
1974  while  serving  his  third  term  as 
Argentina’s  elected  leader. 

He  had  selected  her  as  his  vice 
presidential  running  mate  in  the  1973 
election  and  she  succeeded  him. 

During  1974,  the  courts  charge,  Mrs. 
Peron  pocketed  nearly  $1  million 
collected  from  public  donations  to  aid 
victims  of  the  flood  in  Argentina,  and 
deposited  the  money  in  her  own  bank 
account. 

Several  of  her  government 
collaborators  were  also  charged  with 
stealing  public  funds. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
mysterious,  powerful  radio  signal, 
apparently  emanating  from  the  Soviet 
Union,  has  been  interfering  with 
communications  channels  throughout 
the  world  since  July,  officials  here  and 
abroad  report.

King  T.  Hall,  chief  watch  officer  of 
the  FCC’s  monitoring  branch,  said  the 
commission  has  received  several 
hundred  complaints  since  early  July, 
mostly  from  amateur  radio  operators. 

But  he  added  that  complaints  also 
have  come  from  aviation  and  maritime 
radio  operators,  as  well  as  operators  for 
communications  giants  like  American 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co., 
International  Telephone  &  Telegraph 
Carp,  and  RCA  Global  Communications

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SHELTON,  Conn.  (AP)  -  Clarence 
D.  Chamberlin,  the  first  American  pilot 
to  fly  a  passenger  across  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  died  Sunday  after  a  long  illness. 
He  was  82. 

Chamberlin,  who  flew  from  Long 
Island,  N.Y.,  to  Germany  two  weeks 
after  Charles  A.  Lindberg’s  historic  solo 
flight  to  Paris,  died  at  Griffin  Hospital 
in  Derby.  He  had  lived  in  Shelton. 


In  1927,  when  aviation  pioneers  were 
gearing  up  for  the  glory  and  challenge 
of  becoming  the  first  to  fly  over  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  Chamberlin  and  flying- 
companion  Bert  Acosta  set  a  world 
endurance  record. 

On  April  14,  1927  -  barely  a  month 
before  Lindberg’s  historic  transatlantic 
flight  —  Chamberlin  and  Acosta  kept 
their  Wright-Bellanca  monoplane  in  the 
air  for  5 1  hours,  1 1  minutes,  20 


seconds  over  Long  Island.
